Applicants did not claim the subject matter of a scroll machine including a first capacity modulation system for applying a 
force to a second scroll member to move the second scroll member between a first position where a first scroll 
compressor operates at substantially full capacity and a second position where the first scroll compressor operates at 
substantially zero capacity in combination with an oil sump being disposed beween an outer shell and a mounting frame. 
See the specification at Col. 3, Ins. 4-24; Col. 4, Ins. 25-33; and Figure 12. Claim 76 now recites a scroll machine 
including a first capacity modulation system for applying a force to a second scroll member to move the second scroll 
member between a first position where a first scroll compressor operates at substantially full capacity and a second 
position where the scroll compressor operates at substantially zero capacity and further recites an oil sump disposed 
between an outer shell and a mounting frame. See Claim 76 at Ins. 26-30. While independent Claim 1 , as issued, recited 
an oil sump disposed between an outer shell and a mounting frame and Claim 31, as issued, recited a first scroll 
compressor operable between substantially full capacity and substantially zero capacity, none of the claims of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,672,846 recited the above-described combination. For the foregoing reasons, this is a broadening reissue.
